The Communist satellite coun- 
tries were broadcasting appeals to 
old age pensioners and children to 
turn out and help farmers, that 
bécause of a shortage of farm- 
hands, “the corn crops are neg- 
lected, vineyards are threatened 
by weeds, and harvesting is be- 
hind schedule.”’ 


There are signs of serious agri- 
cultural shortages through- 
out Communist Eastern Europe— 
not only in Czechoslovakia but in 
Hungary, Romania and especially 
in East Germany. 

Two developments last week 
pointed to the depth of the 
troubles.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (UPI). 
Britain told an emergency ses- 
sion of the U.N. Security Council 
Sunday that Iraq might have 
overrun the Persian Gulf Sheikh- 
dom of Kuwait in a matter of 
hours if British troops had not 
been sent there. 


The session was called by Ku- 
wait to protest the Iraqi threats 
to its independence.

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Reform of Courts 
Would Aid Justice 


Fulton County grand juries and 
others throughout the state time after 
time have recommended constructive 
changes in Georgia court procedures that 
too long have obstructed justice. The 
Fulton jury repeated them in present- 
ments issued Friday. 

The jurors again ask that state law be 
changed to make it possible for a person 
charged with any penal violation to tes- 
tify only under oath in his own behalf. 
Such a change would not only benefit the 
defendant but the courts charged with 
passing judgment upon him. 

For years those interested in improv- 
ing justice have argued that judges 
should have a defendant’s criminal record 
before him, after guilt has been deter- 
mined, before passing sentence. Habitual 
criminals thus are treated the same as 
first offenders. In many instances, the 
trial jury itself sets the sentence. 

The Fulton Jury would correct these 
wo obvious inequities among many in 

eorgia’s court procedures. Why they 
have not been changed before is a dis- 
credit to our legal machinery. 

The Georgia Bar Association’s rec- 
ommendation that a study be made to re- 
vise criminal court procedures was sanc- 
tioned by the last session of the General 
Assembly. The governor is expected to 
appoint the group within the next few 
days. It should be able to come up-with 
recommendations for the next legislative 
session to bring about basic reforms so 
badly needed. 


There'll Be No Respite 


In School Pressures 


Those who optimistically have antici- 
pated a leveling off of the nation’s edu- 
cational problem received another shock 
in the NEA report released last week. 
Things will get worse before they get 
better and somebody had best be making 
some tough decisions now. : 

Georgia’s college-age group will ex- 
pand by 52.6 per cent between now and 
1970 and the high school population will 
grow by 24.4 per cent. Meanwhile, the- 
producers and taxpayers will increase by 
only 13.3 per cent. 

All sorts of problems are suggested by 
these figures. How to foot the bill is the 
primary one, especially for towns and 
cities where the bulk of the enrollment 
growth is expected to occur. Smaller sys- 
tems will not have much of a problem— 
their enrollments are static or receding. 

Financing of education must keep 
pace, not only with growth, but with the 
changing population patterns, Children 
must be educated wherever they are but 
the concentrated problem will remain in 
areas of concentrated population. In the 
case of Georgia, federal aid to public 
schools appears to be an absolute neces- 
sity.

Lets Take Initiative 


On Red China Issue 


No sooner had Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk said that the old American 
policy on Red China’s admission to the 
United Nations was obsolete, than Sen. 
Dirksen demanded a Senate resolution to 
the effect that the policy must not be 
changed. 

Our policy has in the past been that 
the issue must: not even be discussed in 
the United Nations. We have been suc- 
cessful in keeping the issue from being 
brought up. But each year support for 
the U.S. stand has eroded. It appears now 
that because so many nations want to 
have the merits of the issue discussed, 
U.S. efforts will not be successful in the 
future. 

Reading the events of the past closely 


and seeing rather clearly what the future 
may bring, Rusk, and others, feel that 
the U.S. should change policy and make 
limited concessions. 


The State department feels now that 
if Red China were offered a seat in the 
General Assembly, it would refuse it (be- 
cause acceptance would mean that Red 
China recognized the existence of Na- 
tionalist China, already a member of the 
U.N.). That would give the United States 
a diplomatic advantage it does not now 
have. The fact that Red China is not in 
the U.N. is a U.S. responsibility. It would 
become a Red Chinese responsibility. 


Diplomacy must be based on the‘reali- 
ties of the day. A policy that worked in 
the 1950s won’t necessarily work in the 
1960s. It would be much better for the 
U.S. to anticipate certainties and take the 
initiative in dealing with them than wait- 
ing passively and accepting what will 
then appear to be defeat.

Rest of JFK Program 
Faces a Tough Road 


President Kennedy’s legislative pro- 
gram has fared well to date but several 
of his major proposals now appear to be 
in deep trouble. Since they are among 
the most important, the reluctance of 
Congress is a bit hard to understand. 


The federal aid to education bill is 
bogged down in committee, tied there by 
racial and religious issues and the Presi- 
dent’s own frequent changes of attitude. 
He has temporized on the bill in an effort 
to get it passed and the result is more 
demands for changes. 


There now seems little chance that the 
medical-care-for-the-aged measure will 
be passed at this session. Politics and a 
powerful lobby temporarily have throt- 
tled it. But the number of aged grows 
steadily and the need remains. 


The farm bill proposed by the admin- 
istration has become a shambles in Con- 
gress’ hands. Admittedly it had its weak- 
nesses but the bill which finally will 
emerge probably will compound them. 

On foreign aid the administration 
also.is in trouble. There’s grave doubt 
that Kennedy’s request for making long- 
range commitments will be granted nor 
that the minimum amount of funds 
needed will be approved. This program 
well may determine our success or fail- 
ure in the cold war and our ability to 
deter Soviet expansionism. Let Congress 
bear the blame if there is failure!

Saving Mankind Is 


Worth Some Research 


President Kennedy’s proposal to set 
up a “peace agency” to work toward a 
society in which disarmament would be 
“the accepted condition of international 
life’ is worth a try. Certainly in a 
world in which a major war no longer 
would profit anybody, peace is a neces- 
sity for survival of mankind and all his 
painfully built institutions. 

After more than a decade of negoti- 
ating with the Soviet Union, for instance, 
we are no nearer the goal of disarma- 
ment than before. The classic jockeying 
for position continues. The backbreaking 
burden diverts constructive energies and 
funds into destructive instruments of war. 

While we spend billions on research 
and development of weapons to destroy 
our enemies and to protect ourselves, re- 
search into the problems of disarmament 
and of achieving peace has been negligi- 
ble. Compared to most agencies, the dis- 
armament commission itself is a skele- 
ton crew. Our approaches remain the 
same. 

“Today ability of man to ‘master his 
environment threatens to outpace his abil- 
ity to control himself,” the President said 
in his special message to Congress. Unless 
a way is found to bring about such-con- 
trol, the end could be destruction of the 
human race.

Tower’s Victory 


Damaged Theory 


Just when the Lippman Theory of Reversal 
was about to be accepted in the academic and 
political world, what happens? I'll tell you what. 
John Tower got elected in Texas, the first Republican elected by 
popular vote in that state ever. 

The Theory, as everybody knows, goes like this: Republicans 
in the South will achieve success only by becoming a party of 
moderation and near-liberalism.

It is not to be confused with the Principle of 
Reversal, which is what the John Birch Society, or the League of 
Women Voters, or somebody, uses.) 

Good theory, eh? Then along came Tower. 

Tower did get his strength in urban areas. But he is hardly a 
liberal. He is at least as conservative as Barry Goldwater, which is 
somewhat.

Tower, in fact, may become the conservative. He is just ‘as 
forceful and charming as Goldwater. He has the same point of 
view. He is smarter and 17 years younger and has that “almost 
slick’’ quality that seems so important in politics today (Nixon and 
Kennedy have it; Eisenhower and Truman do not). 

Anyway, to get back to the Theory of Reversal. Tower’s victory 
hurt. There is a way to brush the election off as atypical (Texas is 
Texas) and even a way to interpret it as a liberal victory (liberals 
supported Tower in protest to his Democratic opponent’s conserva- 
tism and in hopes that the establishment of a two-party system 
would evolve into “liberal’’ party versus ‘‘conservative’’ party—or 
even into ‘‘liberal’’ and ‘‘moderate’’ parties, as in New York and 
New Jersey). But why kid myself?

WASHINGTON—In the face of a Western

This is the reading of high 
American officials of Khru- 
shchev’s assertion that the Soviet 
Union has no intention of trying 
to blockade West Berlin as a 
means of driving Western troops 
from the city. All then we can feel 
sure of is that, for the moment at 
least, he is easing the heat a bit. 

Taking words simply as words, 
his latest statement would un- 
doubtedly mean that he had re- 
treated slightly from a previously 
gravely threatening attitude over 
Berlin. But, say our experts, this 
is again where they came in: We 
don't know what he really means 
now, any more than we did be- 
fore. 


The basic situation within our 
government is this: There is some 
qualified hope that Khrushchev 
will not push the Berlin crisis to 
the point of war; and the West is 
preparing several steps now’ to 
convince him that he would be 
unwise to do so. We remain’ in 
the meantime unalterably deter- 
mined never to negotiate on 
the two vital things. These are 
the West’s continued right to keep 
troops in Berlin and to have ac- 
cess to the city. 

If events do bring a victory, 
the triumph will not have been for 
one man and one country, Presi- 
dent Kennedy and the United 
States. Rather, it will have been 


an achievement of many men and 
several countries, not to mention 
both political parties in the 
United States. 

President Charles de Gaulle of 
France has stood like a tall rock 
behind the American position 
which accepts negotiation with 
the Russians on details but never 
on the cardinal principles—troops 
in Berlin, access to Berlin. | 

Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan of Britain has been seemingly 
less firm on the outside, because 
of domestic problems with a neu- 
tralist-minded British left wing. 
But on the inside and at the 
heart of the matter, he too, has 
stayed put. 

Here in the United States, the 
great majority of important. Dem- 
ocrats, and also of important Re- 
publicans, have fallen into line 
behind the same policy. Former 
President Eiserlhower, Gov. Rock- 
efeller of New York and former 
Vice President Nixon have given 
vital assistance to this whole 
process of national reunion. 

What is now required, therefore, 
is more of the same. More of the 
same determination mixed with 
the same patience. More of the 
same resolution not to abandon 
either our national rights or na- 
tional duties, while taking care 
always not to become, or to be 
made to seem unwisely bellicose 
about nonessentials.

NEW YORK—In little more than a week Paul 
Pender will defend his fractional share of the World 
Middleweight Championship against Terry Downes in 
London. Within a month of that epic clash between 
ring titans Gene Fullmer will defend his fractional 
share of the same crown against Florentino Fernandez 
in his Utah backyard, an equally historic occasion. 


It's probably beside the point to remark.that a Stanley Ketchel 
could have whipped all four in the same ring at the same time. 
So. perhaps, could a Mickey Walker and a young Sugar Ray

While Pender and Fullmer are 
having their paydays, however, a 
mild-mannered and pleasant little 
guy has given up the chase tem- 
porarily and returned to his home 
in Nigeria.

Tiger nodded in agreement. He prefers to let 


Jersey do the 
talking, an assignment this veteran of the boxing wars can 
handle in his sleep. But when the wide-shouldered Nigerian does 
speak, he imparts to his words a quaint and delicious flavor that 
was grated on his native tongue by the English-language school 
in Aba. This became evident as soon as he was asked about_ his 
name. Obviously it wasn’t Tiger. 


“No,” he said with a flashing smile. “It is Ihetu. My grand- 
fadder and my grandmudder they had no boys in the family. So 
when I was born they ask my mudder to call me Ihetu which 
means This-Is-What-I-Wanted. The Englishmen can’t remember 
Nigerian names so they call people Dick or John or Tom or 
something. That’s how I got the Dick. 


“My own children I give two names to. My girl, Victoria. is 
also Ijeoma which mean Good Journey. My boy twin is Richard 
Chimezie which is God Bless and my girl twin is Grace Nwaobiara 
which is Welcome. They were born here and will go with us to 
Nigeria on American passports.”’ 


“When Dick came here two years ago,”’ interrupted Jones 
whose only interest in history is what appears in Nat Fleischer’s 
Ring record book, ‘‘He was supposed to be in an elimination 
tournament with Fullmer and Basilio for the vacated middle- 
weight title. He got sidetracked. And they’ve been ducking him 
ever since. Why shouldn’t they? He knocked out Downes who is 
now fighting Pender for the championship.” 


Jersey's blood pressure was on the rise. Nothing can be more 
frustrating to a manager than to own a good fighter who is just a 
little too clever for his own good. The visit with Dick Tiger on 
the eve of the Nigerian’s departure was mainly to go on record— 
whatever profit that will be in the future. 


—A Manager’s Long, Sad Tale 


“We got gypped in a fight with Giardello.”’ snorted the indignant 
Jersey, “just so Giardello could get the bout with Fullmer even 
though we beat him in a previous bout. We knocked out Ace 
Armstrong and wrecked Spider Webb. No man has a better record 
than my Tiger, Dick Tiger. 


He won the British Empire Championship by knocking out 
Jimmy McAteer in the ninth. He defended against Wilf Greaves 
in Edmonton last year and that was a strange one. It was a 
closer bout than it should have been, although I personally thought 
my Tiger won it easy. 


‘The referee kept the scoring card in his pocket. He was 
soaked with perspiration and with blood from the cut Dick had 
opened over Greaves’ @¥e. When the referee tried to read his 
card, he couldn’t. The markings had been washed off. An hour 
after the bout was over, he decided that a round he gave my man 
should have been given to the other guy. And that’s how Greaves 
won the British Empire Championship by a one-round margin. 


“Five months later we were back in Edmonton for a return 
bout. This time we took no chances. Dick kept knocking Greaves 
groggy, would straighten him up and then knock him groggy again. 
By the ninth round the bout was stopped. Dick Tiger again was the 
Empire Champion.”’

“There is absolutely no evidence 
of foul play,” said Sheriff Frank 
L. Hewitt of Blaine County. “His 
wife, Mary, was the only other 
person in the house at the time 
and she was upstairs asleep.” 
Asked if the death could have 
been a suicide, he replied: 


“We couldn’t determine that be- 
cause no one was present at the 
time but it looks like an acci- 
dental death.”’ 


INQUEST DEBATED 


Hewitt, Coroner Ray McGold- 
rick and V, K. Jeppeson, prose- 
cuting attorney, conferred for 
several hours but reached no de- 
cision as to whether or not an in- 
quest should be held. 


Mrs. Hemingway, the fourth 
wife of the 62-year-old author, 
found his body sprawling on the 
floor in the foyer just inside the 
main entrance to the house. She 
told authorities her husband was 
killed accidentally while cleaning 
his double barreled 12-gauge shot- 
gun. 

The widow went into a state of 


shock and was placed under se- 
dation in the Hemingway home. 

Doctors said the bearded nove- 
list was treated at Mayo Clinic 
for high blood pressure. Twice in 
the past year Hemingway, who 
numbered both the Pulitzer and 
the Nobel prizes among his hon- 
ors, had made lengthy stays in 
the clinic. 

The gun with which the famous 
big game hunter was killed was 
one of his favorite hunting weap- 
ons, Hewitt said he would inspect 
it for fingerprints but that, dur- 
ing the excitement of finding and 
removing the body, someone had 
replaced the gun in its rack. 


A LEGEND 


Hemingway, a legend who lived 
the life of violence about which 
he wrote, circled the globe many 
times in search of high adven- 
ture—and seemed always to 
find it. 

His wounds, received in plane 
crashes and car wrecks as well 
as in battle, made a profound im- 
pression on him. In many of his 
novels, including ‘““The Sun Also 


Rises’’ in 1926 and “A Farewell 
to Arms” in 1929, he had been 
considered among the greats of 
modern times. 


But it was not until 1953 that he 


received a prize he long had 
sought, the Pulitzer prize, award- 
ed for his short novel “The Old 
Man and the Sea.” 


The following year, in 1954, 
Hemingway received the Nobel 
prize for literature. 


IN TWO WARS 

He purposely plunged himself 
into two wars, three divorce suits 
(his widow, Mary Welsh Heming- 
way, was his fourth wife) and un- 
numbered tangles with men and 
beasts. 


In January of 1954 when he and 
Mary were reported lost in the 
plane crash in the wild Upper 
Nile country of Uganda and for 
nearly two days, they were be- 
lieved to have perished. But Hem- 
ingwas* strolled through elephant 
and crocodile country from his 
crashed plane, ambled into a 
civilized clearing with Mary on 
one arm and a bottle of gin in 
the other, and announced: 


“IT feel wonderful.’’ 


Violence was his hobby, his true 
love and almost his profession. 


The six-foot, 200-pound prize 
winner was born in Illinois and 
lived a comparatively quiet child- 
hood. A neighbor back in Oak 
Park remembers his first clear 
picture of little Ernest—marching 
in a Decoration Day parade with 
his grandfather’s pistols strapped 
to his hips. 


STARTED AS CUB 


Young Ernest started his career 
as a cub reporter, aged 17, on 
the Kansas City Star. When the 
First World War broke out he 
went to Italy and got, for his 
patriotism, an aluminum knee- 
cap. He also boasted that he suf- 
fered 247 wounds from mortar 
fira. But he liked war and con- 
tinued from there to cover a se- 
ries of minor wars in the Near 
East.

Not to be listed as 
dangerous, 


After those days he fought bulls 
in Spain and boxers in the ring. 
In the Spanish Civil War, he was 
nearly killed when three shells 
plunged into his hotel room.

$2.2 Billion 
For Spending 


CLEVELAND (#—The metal- 
working industry will spend $2.2 
billion for capital equipment in 
the second half, Steel Magazine 
said Sunday. 


The metal working weekly pre- 
dicted this outlay will be 4 per 
cent higher than the volume 
pledged during the first six 
months. 


Steel said a recent survey 
showed spending plans would be 
higher except for hesitancy by the 
industry over changes in federal 
laws for figuring depreciation. If 
the laws were liberalized, metal- 
working managers have said, 
their capital equipment outlays 
would be greater. 


Steelmakergs are leading the 
equipment spending uptrend. Ac- 
cording to the publication, the in- 
dustry will order 10 per cent more 
equipment (in dollar volume) dur- 
ing the second half than it did in 
the first half.

Popcorn 


Is Okay for 
Child of 5 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 

There are two questions and 
both deal with that perennial del- 
icacy, popcorn. 

“Dear Dr. Molner: How old 
must a child be before he is 
allowed to eat popcorn and 
nuts? I’m told not until at 
least age 8. I frequently 
baby-sit with boys 2 and 4 
years old. They love both. 
—Mrs. D. M. J.” 


I'd be inclined to say that at 
least 5 would be a better age. | 
Popcorn and nuts are nutritious |‘ 
as well as tasty tidbits, but all too | 
often little children get a nut, or 
a piece of one, or popcorn into) 
the windpipe and choke. 

Even adults need to be careful 
about thorough chewing, because 
a hard, unchewed chunk doesn’t 
soften and dissolve like a piece of 
candy. The sharp, more or less 
jagged edges have a nasty capa- 
bility of becoming stubbornly 
lodged in the windpipe if a piece 
‘‘soes down the wrong way.”’ 

In little children, the windpipe 
is smaller and the danger is hence 
greater. They usually aren’t as 
careful about chewing, either. 

The extreme risk is choking to 
the extent of cutting off breathing 
entirely. Lodgement of a smaller 
piece which still refuses to be 
coughed up can cause an irritating 
bronchitis that may end only with 
removal of the particle by use of 
a bronchoscope. 

A slice of apple, a piece of ba- 
nana, or other fruit, or a soft 
drink is just as much of a treat 
for the little fellows, so why let 
them start on nuts and popcorn 
so soon? 

“Dear Dr. Molner: I ama 
teen-ager and have been told 
that popcorn isn’t good for 
me. When I asked why, I 
was answered with ‘Ask your 
mother.’ I did ask, and she 
doesn’t know, either. Could 
you tell me?—C. L.” 


I see no reason why a teen-ager 
shouldn’t eat popcorn—unless he 
or she does it so noisily that it 
bothers other people at the movies

“Dimunition in the use of 
soaps and detergents in the old- 
er person, particularly in cold, 
dry weather, may also help to 
diminish or slow the aging 
process,”’ he said. 


AGE INCREASES DRYNESS 


Aging of the skin is attended 
by thinning, atrophy and_ in- 
creasing dryness. In this way, 
wrinkles develop and t he skin 
eventually droops. 

Dr. Vainey said water in oil 
emulsions—cold creams—or oil- 
in-water emulsions — vanishing 
creams—may relieve dryness 
and scaliness inslder skins. 


But he said oils which mix 
with water are of ‘‘little help’’ 
since simple greasing of the 


skin d6es not soften it, while 


wetting it does. 


Wrinkle creams also appear 
to be ‘“‘quite useless,’ he said. 

“It seems unlikely that any 
topically applied material will 
stop or reverse the dermal 
changes taking place well be- 
low the surface which are re- 
sponsible for wrinkling and sag- 
ging,”’ he said. 


The effectiveness of freckle 
creams also is open to question, 
according to the expert. 


He also said there is no proof 
hormone creams have any ben- 
eficial effect other than -soften- 
ing and sdothing the skin.

said, ‘‘will restore lost youth.”” ,

all but patented patriotic Soci- 
eties like the Cincinnati, Co 
lonial Dames, Colonial Wars, 
D.A.R., etc. For, while these 
are, as we have seen, not neces- 
sarily today’s ‘‘Society,’’ they 
are assuredly, indeed even gen- 
ealogicaly, yesterday's — which 
makes them, of course, today's 
Aristocracy. 


Take. for example, an Aristo 
crat such as New York's Law- 
rence Phelps Tower, a gentle- 
man who descends from no less 
than thirteen MAYFLOWER 
passengers. President of the 
U.S. Flag Foundation, he is 
Deputy Governor of the Order 
of Founders and Patriots, a 
member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Society of May- 
flower Descendants, past Secre- 
tary General of the General So- 
ciety of Colonial Wars in Amer: 
ica, as well as a member of 
the St. Nicholas Society, the 
Pilgrims of the U.S., and the 
Society of the War of: 1812. 


HARDER TO HAVE 


“It's harder to have it than 
not to have it,”’ Tower says 
philosophically. “When you 
haven't got it, you can do what 
you please. But when you've 
got it up there,” he adds, point- 
ing a finger skyward, apparent- 
ly to indicate distinguished an- 
cestors above, “you just feel 
you can’t do a damn thing to 
let any of them down.’’ Once 
asked if he didn't feel he was 
living on his ancestors, Tower 
replied. “Living ON them? I 
should say not! I'm trying to 
live up to them."’ 


The Tower genealogy, pub- 
lished in 1894, was undoubtedly 
the most elaborate one, in cost, 
ever assembled — its price, in 
1894 dollars, was an even $50,- 
000. When, however, it was pre- 
sented to the late Charlemagne 
Tower, who at age 24 had just 
had his own first child and 
faced many financial problems, 
he was frankly baffled. “I only 
wish to God,” he wrote on a 
card accepting the volume. “I 
knew where I was going as well 
as where I came from.”

who could belong but have 
never taken the time to have 
their genealogical requirements 
filled out. Best known of ail, 
of course — albeit not always 
known for good—is the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolu- 
‘tion, which was not only nothing 
to start with,“ was actually 
less than nothing. When the 

Sons of the American Revolu- 
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tion was founded in 1876, it 
voted to exclude women—where- 
upon, the aroused Daughters 
in 1890 formed their own organi- 
zation and have ever since 
wagged, in all senses, the dog. 


From the beginning, the 
Daughters of the American Rey- 
olution were often accused of 
attempting to establish an Aris- 
tocracy based on ancestry and 
to welcome as members only 
descendants of officers or oth- 
er well - placed Revolutionists. 
This charge has, however, been 
repeatedly denied, and the fact 


is that, of the four founding > 


Daughters, two were govern- 
ment clerks — one, though a 
grandniece of George Wash- 
ington, was a clerk in the Dead 
Letter Office — and another 
was a boardinghouse keeper 
whose rooms rented for $1.25 a 
day. Furthermore, the Daugh- 
ters point with pride to the fact 
that one of their most distin- 
guished latter - day recruits, 
Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower, is 
a descendant of a private sol- 
dier. And when one of their 
most controversial officers of the 
1920's, Mrs. Alfred J. Brous- 
seau, went to London and was 
presented at Court — bowing, as 
one writer put it, “her 100 per 
cent American knees” — she 
quickly made amends by a pa- 
triotic postscript. “Let it be 
here recorded,”” she wrote, 
“‘that one is not compelled to 
make concessions with one's 
‘democratic spirit’ in the unique 
and delightful experience. The 


‘question is merely one of orien- 


tation and for a brief time be- 
coming a part of and enjoying 
the highest social honor that one 
nation can bestow upon a guest 
from another country.” | 


DIRECT MALE LINE 


In contrast, the Society of the 
Cincinnati — which has nothing 
to do witlrMthe city except that 


both were named after the Ro 
man dictator who returned to 
plowing after rescuing the state 
—is nothing if not an hereditary 
Aristocracy. It forthrightly de- 
mands descent ‘from Officers 
Only" of the Continental Army 
and furthermore demands des- 
cent in the male line only — 
or, as the quaint wording of 
1783 has it, “that the original 
member is to be the propositus 
from whom succession is to be 
derived, and that the collateral 
branches are those collateral! to 
the original member, and the 
succession should be through the 


direct male line, and not 
through females, until all the 
male lines have become ex- 
tinct.”’ 


Probably the most difficult of 
all patriotic societies to enter is 
the Order of the Founders and 
Patriots — not because of any 
so-called society ‘‘exclusive- 
ness” but because of what, gen- 
ealogically, is demanded. The 
member must descend from a 
*““Founder,.”” a person living in 
the Colonies prior to 1700, and 
descend, in the same line, from 
a “Patriot,”” a man who fought 
in Washington's army. Also dif- 
ficult is the Philadelphia branch 
of the Society of Colonial Wars, 
where membership is not only 
limited, as in the case of the 
National Society of Colonial 
Wars, to descent from a Coloni- 
al soldier or sailor, but is also 
arbitrarily limited to 200 mem- 
bers — thus making it a ques- 
tion not alone of one’s own 
birth but, apparently equally 
important, someone. else’s 
death. 


OFFICER DESCENT 


As for the Society of Colonial 
Dames, this, like the Cincinnati, 
insists on ‘descent from an offi- 
cer in the Colonial Wars. This 
society had, around the turn of 
the century, a cause celebre and 
ultimate schism—one which oc- 
curred, amazingly enough, over 
the question of whether or not 
to admit the descendants of the 
illegitimate children of Benja- 
min Franklin. The group which 
wanted them finally broke off 
and formed their own National 
Society of Colonial Dames, 
meanwhile leaving the “‘plain’’ 
Colonial Dames committed to a 
new post-schism requirement— 
that a member must be “‘legiti- 
mately descended from some 
ancestor of worthy life who 
came to reside in America prior 
to 1750 and was efficient in the 
service of the country.” 


BATTLE OF NEW ORLEANS 


Curiously enough, one of the 
most difficult of all patriotic so- 
cieties to enter is the Society 
of the War of 1812. Even the 
Aztec Club, which dates to 1847 
and was formed ‘‘to cherish the 
memories and keep alive the 
traditions of those officers who 
took part in the Mexican War 
of 1846, 1847 and 1848"" — a so- 
ciety which was so anxious to 
form that it did so before the 
war had even ended—is easier 
of ascendancy than the War of 
1812. 


On the other hand, on at least 
one occasion this war was 
fought all over again at a mem-

Even the D.A.R., for 
all of its claims of a private in 
Washington's army being as 
worthy in its eyes as a general, 
still adds a rider to its mem- 
bership qualification that ‘‘the 
applicant is personally accept- 
able to the Society.’ Several 
other societies have even stern- 
er ideas on the subject. The 
Colonial Daughters of the Sev- 
enteenth Century, for example, 
which asks only the general 
qualification of an ancestor 
who “rendered service between 
1607 and 1700," also demands 
“‘a woman of good moral char- 
acter and reputation.”” And if 
the high-sounding Order of Co- 
lonial Lords of Manors in 
America demands descent 
“from a recognized Patroon, 
Seigneur or Lord of a Manor of 
the New Netherlands,” it re- 
mains for the far more plebe- 
ian Military Order of Foreign 
Wars to add the injunction that 
its members must be “of the 
Caucasian Race.”’ 
UPPER-CRUSTACEAN 


Among such upper-crustacean 
groups as the Holland Society, 
Huguenot Society, and the 
Pilgrims of the U.S., probably 
the most “‘social*’ in the society 
serse is New York’s St. Nicho- 
las Society. Founded in 1835, it 
demands that one have an an- 
cestor in New York State prior 
to 1785; then also adds, as a 
membership criterion, that one 
also be ‘qualified in other re- 
spects to join a society com- 
posed of gentlemen.” ~ 


So gentlemanly indeed are 
the patriotic societies that it 
was a cause celebre to all of 
them when the news came, in 
New York in 1955, that an el- 
derly member of one of the 
societies—at first no one knew 
which—had shot and killed his 
wife in a restaurant. As the in- 
telligencé concerning the crime 
became clearer, it appeared 


that the guilty party was, as 


the society regulars have it, “a 
Colonial Wars.”’ Then, and only 
then, did the deed burst into 
the open and two members of a 
society which shall be nameless 
were heard discussing it.

Regardless of what you call him, Johnny Dilbeck 
is just plain everything to his animals. : 


The census bureau registers ' 
him as J. M. Dilbeck Sr., 47, of 
1129 Napier St., SE, father of five 
children, and head keeper of the 
Grant Park Zoo since 1939. 


But to young and old of At- 
lanta, he’s just Johnny, a man 
who loves animals and children. 


In his words, “I’m working 
with something that’s alive. It’s 
interesting looking after animals 
and children all the time. If you 
don’t like the animals’ way of a 


family he dresses the animals, 
washes them, and loves them. As 
father he scolds and trains them. 
As playmate he lives with them, 
kidding and poking them, taking 
every opportunity to enjoy their 
company. 

As doctor and nurse he cares 
for them, sits up with them when 
they are born, through their ill- 
nesses, and when they die. 


Take the most famous one of 
all, the late Willie B, gorilla. “I 
sat up with Willie B from 6:30 
that Tuesday morning when I 
came in, until Saturday. Never 
did take my shoes off. We were 
very close to him. He was just a 
little bitty thing when we got 
him,” he recalls. 


TILL THE END 

“‘But when he came down with 
ppeumonia last April, we put him 
im-an oxygen tent and stayed up 
with him until the end.” 

(Willie B, named after Mayor 
Hartsfield, died of bronchial 
pneumonia at 8:10 p.m. April 29. 


‘ Johnny has made the news nu- 
merous times in his 27 years at 
the Grant Park Zoo, mostly in re- 
ports of his trips down to Henry 
Grady Hospital. He has been bit- 
ten by everything from monkeys, 
tigers and lions to hyenas. He’s 
also received a number of bruises 
at the hands of the heavier ele- 
phants and buffaloes.

We have found that 
there are such groups:who are 
extremely militant and fanatical 
and are prepared to go well be- 
yond legal means to attain their 
ends. While other ‘groups may not

SURPLUS FOOD DISTRIBUTION 

This Grand Jury has investi- 
gated the distribution of surplus 
food in Fulton County. It is our 
belief that the surplus food pro- 
gram in this County is being han- 
dled quite efficiently. The cost to 
the taxpayers of administering this 
program is being held to a mini- 
mum with the help of volunteer 
workers in certifying the surplus 
food recipients and by utilizing 
County prisoners in handling the 
tons of food distributed.

Police Of- 
ficers, Wardens and authorities 
who are engaged in prison work 
and law enforcement. The condi- 
tions of jails, prison camps and 
institutions were found to be gen- 
erally satisfactery and in most 
instances excellent. The treatment 
of prisoners and juveniles was 
found to be very satisfactory and 
officials in charge are to be com- 
mended. There is every evidence 
that many prison reforms have 
been. made and the care and con- 
sideration given those who are 
serving time is inducive to re- 
habilitation through humane treat- 
ment, good quarters, food, train- 
ing, health and sanitation. It is 
commendable that our citizens 
have provided the climate which 
has brought this about. It is still, 
however, to be regretted that so- 
ciety will not accept those who

It was recognized by this Grand 
Jury that problems are different 
in the variety of jails, prison 
camps and institutions visited. In 
the small municipalities there is 


of facilities is costly and in large 
measure responsible for _in- 
adequate facilities and improper 
care and supervision of prisoners. 
It is felt that these communities 
should combine their jails into 
one centrally located. This would 
result in saving of tax money and 
provide facilities more adequate 
than found in some locations. It 
would seem that a prisoner who 
is locked up in a small jail should 
receive the same treatment neces- 
sary for his safety as those in 
larger establishments. It is felt 
that the hack of an attendant at 
the small jails is a dangerous 
practice. 

The jails at Palmetto and Ros- 
well were less than adequate. The 
Palmetto jail should be replaced. 
The jail at Roswell is not 
adequate for the size of the city 
and constitutes a fire hazard due

as would be desirable. The Alpha-) 
retta jail was found to be excellent 
and the city is to be commended. 

The larger jails at East Point, 
Hapeville, and College Park were 
found to be excellent. These facil- 
ities are modern, clean and prop- 
erly supervised. The large Fulton 
County jail and the City of At- 
lanta jail were also found to be 
in excellent condition. 


The handling of prisoners at a 
large jail such as the County facil- 
ity requires experienced person- 
nel. It was reported that during 
vacations and when help is re 
quired at the jail that inexperi- 
enced court deputies are substi- 
tuted at the prison to fill vacan- 
cies. This is exceedingly bad prac- 
tice and such practice should not 
continue. 

The food served at all jails 
visited is adequate and prepared 
and served in a satisfactory man- 
ner. The food served at the City 
of Atlanta jail is prepared at the 
City Prison Farm and delivered 
to the jail in milk cans and open 
boxes. The transportation of food 
should be improved by provision 
of regular food containers and 
closed boxes. 

The County Work Camps—Stone- 
wall, Alpharetta and Bellwood are 
model institutions. These camps 
are strategically located in the 
county and are immaculately clean 
and well-operated. Prisoners re 
ceive the best of food, caré and 
training and are gainfully engaged 
in work throughout the county, 
thus saving untold tax dollars. The 
County is to be commended for 
the excellence of these facilities 
and the rehabilitation work car- 
ried on. 

The City Prison Farm at Con- 
stitution, located in DeKalb Coun- 
ty, does not measure up to the 
County work camps. It is recog- 
nized that the type prisoner con- 
fined here is responsible for some 
of this difference. These prisoners 
are serving short terms and com- 
prise to a large extent alcoholics. 
Many are not able to work and 
those who are able are not con- 
fined for sufficient time to re- 
ceive training. Those who are as- 
signed to work details are under 
supervision of untrained persons 
rather than professional guards. 

There is no criticism of the 
Warden as it is felt the physical 
layout and the age of the building 
does not provide for proper clean- 
liness and proper supervision. The 
camp is not fire-proof and is a 
hazard. The overcrowded facilities 
do not provide for proper super- 
vision and separation of prisoners. 

It is felt that the one location 
does not serve the need of the 
city. This camp should be replaced 
with smaller units more stra- 
tegically located. More land is re- 
quired for farming than that 
owned by the city at this location. 
| Rather than continue to lease land 
or buy this land at today’s prices, 
relocation would seem to be more 
economical and more advisable. 

The new Juvenile Court was 
visited and found to be in first 
“class condition. This is a new 
facility and is adequate with the 
exception of outside facilities. A 
fence around the grounds is in the 
budget for next year and this will 
provide outdoor area for the chil- 
dren who are detained. With the 
30 per cent increase in juvenile 
crime the probation officers are 
handling far too many cases. It 
is recommended that this problem 
have the support of the county to 
provide a larger number of offi- 
cers and also provide the neces- 
sary funds to properly pay these 
personnel and provide the neces- 
sary facilities to meet this prob- 
lem. The county is fortunate® to 
have the high type personnel at 
this institution and the direction 
of the Judge of the Juvenile Court. 

The. Training School for Girls at 
Adamsville was found to be great- 
ly improved with the excellent 
new facilities which have been 
provided and those now under con- 
struction. We commend the di- 
rector and the staff. It is recom- 
mended that the grounds be im- 
proved in keeping with the quality 
of the - buildings. 

Law enforcement throughout the 
county was judged to be good. 
We are impressed with the quality 
of the officers in discussions with 


a special problem. The duplication |! 
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pressed with the manner in which 
they have presented their cases 
before this Grand Jury. Pay re- 
ceived by law officers in the City 
and County is below that which is 
paid in other localities of similar 
size. Police officers work on other 
jobs to supplement their income. 
This saves the tax payer 


pay be considered to bring pay 
scales more in line with job re- 
sponsibility. It is also recom 
mended that officers be on a five- 
day rather than six-day week to 
allow for some time off from duty. 
This Grand Jury commends the 
formation of a state-wide Citizens 
Group to study crime and de- 
linquency. Such a group can do 
much good in this important field 
at a time when crime and de- 
linquency are imcreasing at an 
alarming rate. 
ADULT PROBATION 

The investigation conducted by 
this Grand Jury reveals that both 
sections of the Adult Probation 
Department have a real need for 
additional qualified personnel. It 
is recommended that the proper 
authorities review the salary 
schedules and limits to insure that 
salaries of probation officers and 
other personnel in the department 
are in keeping with the required 
abilities and job demands of these 
individuals. 

This investigation and that of 
the previous Grand Jury revealed 
that the cost of supervising proba- 
tioners is only a small fraction of 
the cost of supporting a prisoner 
in jail. This in itself speaks strong- 
ly for enlargement and strength- 
ening of the department staff. The 
activities of the staff should be in- 
creased since, in the final analy-

ORDINARY’S OFFICE 

Great responsibility and discre- 
tion is allowed the Ordinary of 
Fulton County in the operation of 
his office where wills are pro- 
bated, and guardians, administra- 
tors, and attorneys are appointed. 
There is evidence that the Ordi- 
nary has not exercised good judg- 
ment in some appointments and 
allowance of fees. Because of num- 
erous complaints with regards to 
the operation of this office, a 
special committee of the Grand 
Jury has discussed these matters 
with the Judge of the Ordinary 
Court on several occasions. He 
has been cooperative in making 
constructive changes. As a result 
of our investigation he has insti- 
tuted a series of changes which 
should aid in correcting mistakes 
of the past and protect the inter- 
ests of all in the future. The Judge 
of the Ordinary Court has put the 
following practices in effect as of 
Monday, June 19, 1961: 

1. A list of persons eligible to 
write bonds will be posted in his 


sis, such an increase can be trans- 
lated into the saving of large 
amounts of taxpayers’ money as 
well as the rehabilitation of in- 
dividuals. 

Many of the individual cases 
handled by the Adult Probation 
Department are a result of alco- 
holism. The clinic on Briarcliff 
Road is a fine institution, but it is 
inconveniently located and greatly 
out of character for the type per- 
son handled by the Probation De- 
partment. This Grand Jury strong- 
ly recommends the location of an 
alcoholic clinic in some downtown 
area which will be convenient to 
and accepted by these levels of so- 
ciety which become probation 
cases because of alcohol. 

We also recommend that the 
Abandonment and Bastardy Sec- 
tion be permitted to continue its 
program of interviewing and coun- 
seling prior to the issuance of 
warrants; this was started May 1, 
1961. The many aspects of this 
program present tremendous op- 
portunities to help people but it 
will take additional personnel to 
do the job properly. Here again, 
this is a matter of saving tax- 
payers’ money since the cost. of 
prosecuting these cases in 


per case. It is expected that the 
new “A & B” program will re- 
duce the number of court cases 
by 35 to 40 per cent which in itself 
would mean savings of $50,000 or 
more annually based on the 1,726 
abandonment and bastardy cases 
handled through the courts in 1960. 

Since our population is steadily 
growing, our problem becomes 
larger each year. Probation work 
demands trained, dedicated per- 
sonnel. It involves skilled consul- 
tations with the probationer and 
others involved in his welfare. Tye 
head of both sections of the Adult 
Probation Department gave ample 
evidence of need for expansion. 
This is an instance where imme- 
diate expansion of facilities, in- 
creases in qualified personnel, and 
increases in salaries will undoubt- 


‘edly pay for itself many times 
| over. 
FOREIGN POLICY ASSN. 

From time to time, the Grand 
Jury receives requests to investi- 
gate various organizations and in- 
dividuals. Acting on the request of 
a petitioner, the Fulton County 
Grand Jury has investigated the 
Great Decisions Discussion Group 
materials prepared by the Foreign 
Policy Association. We find these 
materials to be a fair and non- 
partisan presentation of the great 
international problems which con- 
front our nation, and a stimulus 
to study and discussion of inter- 
national relations, which is their 
purpose. The Grand Jury feels 
that it is necessary that the citi- 
zens of this country be well in- 
formed on every issue affecting 
the foreign policy of this country. 
We are constantly subjected to a 
flood of information through news- 
papers, radio, television, maga- 
zines and books. It is a simple 
matter by comparison of different 
news media to determine that var- 
ious editorial opinions color the 
news. This is a natural develop- 
ment in a free society. We protect 
ourselves only by reading various 
publications and reaching our own 
conclusions. 

In the investigation of the mate- 
rial presented by the Foreign 
Policy Association in the Great 
Decisions course, it is possible 
to find stated the entire range of 
opinions which are expressed 
through all our communications 
media. There is here set down 
in one publication the views which 
it would take the individual many 
hours to sift from all sources. 
However, the presentation of opin- 
ions and facts is not the goal of 
this organization—it is the free 
discussion of the facts and opinions

| necessary returns are being made. 
These reports will then be closely 
reviewed before the Guardian or 
Administrator is discharged. 

We request that future Grand 
Juries check these operations for 
continued improvements. 

This Grand Jury wishes to make 
the following recommendations: 

1. In view of numerous com- 
plaints, many of which appear 
well founded, it is our recom- 
mendation that the 
Grand Jury form a special com- 
'mittee to continue our investiga- 
tion which has been somewhat 
| curtailed due to lack of time. This 
|inquiry would be particularly 
| beneficial for those people having

Inquiry reveals 
that these funds are, by law, not 
the responsibility of the County 
Comptroller and, therefore, are 
n-t included in the audit of the 
various funds of the county.

The Financial Report for 1960 
reveals, and inquiry confirms, a 
fact that Fulton County does not 
maintain controlled records on al! 
of its general fixed assets and 
property. This responsibility is 
now listed with the Purchasing 
Agents of the various departments. 
Such a function is rightly an ac- 
counting one and should be trans- 
ferred to the Comptroller’s office 
who is equipped to maintain such 
records. We recommend that legis- 
lation be enacted, if legislation be 
necessary, to place the responsi- 
bility of periodical physical in- 
ventories of all properties owned 
by the county in the Comptroiler’s 
office. We are not questioning the 
accuracy of the inventories that 
have been maintained in the past 
by the Purchasing Departments, 
but feel rather that such inven- 
tories are beyond thei proper 
scope of work.

This Grand Jury endorses the

sidering a criminal indictment be 
repealed. It is manifestty unfair 
to single out a special group for 
privileges which are denied to 
other citizens. 

STATE HIGHWAY PATROL 

We urge the State Legislature 
and the Governor to consider the 
need of the State Highway Pairol 
with regard to placing more men 
on patrol duty. Rigid enforcement 
of the law has always resulted in 
fewer accidents and a stepped-up 
/patrol of our highways should

This makes it possible for peo- 
ple in the suburban areas of Ful- 
ton County to be able to register 
and become qualified as electors 
in the County of Fulton and State 
of Georgia. This saves them the 
time of going to the Fulton County 
Courthouse, also the lack of park- 
ing facilities in the Courthouse 
area and other inconveniences 
that has arisen by the growth of 
the City of Atlanta. It will help 
eliminate long lines in the Regis- 
trar’s Office during the rush pe- 
riods.

It is felt that 
‘such a change would be a direct 
contribution to the conviction of 
ithe guilty and the protection of 
the innocent. 
SENTENCING 

Under the present law, a jury 
decides the innocence or guilt of 
an accused and, if found guilty, 
ihe is sentenced by the jury which 


‘has no information as to the de- 
fendam’s previous record. This 
procedure produces an extreme 
lack of uniformity in sentences 
‘for similar crimes and fails to 
‘recognize and treat properly the 
‘problem of repeat offenders and 
‘habitual criminals. 
| We strongly recommend that the 
criminal laws of Georgia be mod- 
‘ified so that upon the guilt being 
| determined by a trial jury, the 
| Judge will be charged with the 
‘responsibility of sentencing, with 
the defendant's record before him, 

We call attention to the fact that 
Georgia does not have what many 
| states have, which is known as 
'a “habitual criminal” law, which 
provides that. upon the third con- 
viction of a prisoner on charges 
of felony, he shall be deemed to 
he an habitual criminal and that 
punishment shall be life imprison- 
ment. 
| CONTINUITY OF

‘Phoenix’ 
Rises 
Again 


The City of Atlanta’s 
only venture into the 
theatrical business for 
the centennial of the 
War Between the States 
will be unveiled Monday. 
“The Phoenix’”—a spectacie- 
style pageant depicting the lives 
of Atlantans during the Civil 
War—will begin at 8:30 p.m. in 
the amphitheater at Chastain 
Memorial Park. 


The pageant will be repeat- 
ed Tuesday night at the same 
time—in place of the annual 
Fourth of July concert of the 
Atlanta Pops. Admission is free 
both nights. 

Actors, singers, dancers, a 
chorus and an orchestra will 
transform the amphitheater 
into a replica of 1861 Atlanta. 

Authentic costumes, stage 
sets, props and sound effects 
will transport the audience back 
100 years for a look at the mu- 
sic and drama which was the 
Civil War for the citizens of At- 
lana.

“THE PHOENIX” was the 
brainchild of Mayor William B. 
Hartsfield, who felt that “the 
city should do something mean- 
ingful as its contribution to the 
Centennial years.” 

The mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen commissioned the 
pageant — financed with city 
funds—and the mayor selected 
Albert Coleman, conductor of 
the Atlanta Pops Orchestra, te 
produce it. 

Script for ‘““‘The Phoenix’’ was 
written by Elmo Ellis, manager 
of programming and production 
at WSB Radio. 

‘The Phoenix,’’ Ellis explains, 
will give an authentic episodic 
picture in music and drama.-of 
Atlanta from January, 13861, 
when the town turned out in 
all its gaiety and splendor to 
welcome the newly elected 
president of the Confederacy, 
Jefferson Davis, to the -bitter 
days of 1865, when the city was 
burned. and bleeding—but deter- 
mined to build a new and better 
future.”’ 

Explaining the title, Ellis 
said: ‘“‘Atlanta is famous as the 
city that grew miraculously 
from the ashes of Civil’ War 
destruction, just as the fabled 
bird, the phoenix, rose in youth- 
ful freshness from its own 
ashes.””

PRODUCER Coleman pointed 
out that the pageant was not 
an attempt to rehash the Civil 
War, to take sides in the long- 
past conflict or to reopen old 
wounds. 

“We're just trying to re-cre- 
ate the lives of the people of 
Atlanta, to play the music of 
the times, to bring to the stage 
the drama of the era with its 
jey and its pathos,”’ Coleman 
said. 

“Emphasis is on the large 
scale production scenes, on the 
dance numbers, on the sing- 
ing of groups and individuals,” 
he explained. ‘We've tried to 
make it as fast-moving as pos- 
sible, without sacrificing authen- 
ticity and continuity.”’ 

Pittman Corry, director of 
the Southern Ballet of Atlanta, 
is choreographer for the pag- 
eant, and the Southern Ballet 
is furnishing the dancers. 

The Atlanta Pops Orchestra 
will be used as pit orchestra. 
Ken Krause is assistant musi- 
cal director.
